I without the fear of aurcessful contra- 
I dictlbn, that this so-called question of 
eligibility would never be heard of In 
this rampaign except for Its political 
effect, and because my enemies admit 
that the only hope they have of de- 
feating me Is to create a doubt In the 
i minds of the people upon that ques- 
I tlon. I have always been frank and 
honest with the people of Kentucky, 
who have so generously honored me, 
and the high office of governor Is not 
sufficient temptation to me to ever 
deal unfairly or selfishly with them. 
I can, therefore, say In all truth and 
candor that 1 would not be a candi- 
date one minute for this office If there 
was the slightest doubt of ray eligi- 
bility, or the least danger of contro- 
versy about my election; nor would 
the court of appeals have ordered niy 
name placed upon the ballots for ths 
primary. If that court had believed me 
ineligible. If I and been under the 
required age, or If I had not been a 
rlUxen of the state, or If I had t>een a 
woman, they would never have grant- 
ed a mandamus upon the state com- 
mittee ordering my name placed up- 
on the ballots. That honorable court, 
composed of able and upright judges, 
with a deep knowledge of the law and 
with a patriotic love for the peace 
and welfare of their state, would never 
have compelled the democratic state 
committee to place my name on the 
ballots. In a primary called under the 
law. If they had considered me Inell- 
gible and that a contest and turmoil 
might result fn>m my election. 

My two opponents opened this Issue 
before the people with the purpose of 
raising confusion and doubt In their 
minds about It. It was s legal ques- 
tion, and not one for the people to de- 
cide. so I proceeded to get the matter 
before a tribunal which could pass 
upon It. I filed a suit In the Woodford 
circuit court, before Judge Cantrlll, 
that the question might be properly 
passed upon. My opptments. through 
their attorneys, asked to bo made par- 
ties to the suit, and alleged that they 
did not want to delay or obstruct a 
decision upon IL It was argued be- 
fore Judge Cantrlll, and that learned 
and able judge decided In unmistak- 
able terms that I was eligible and 
was entitled to run In the primary. 
The case waa taken to the court of 
appeals, and there before that court 
my opponents, through their attor- 
neys, begged. Insisted and demanded 
that the court sh<mld not pass upon 
this question, but It-ave It open, that 
thi^s opponents might further agl- 
tate It before the people. They did 
not want their only rampaign Issue 
against ma taken from them, and they 
believed that if the court decided It 
a* all It would be In roy favor. They 
did exactly what they bad promised 
not to do In their pleadings before 
Judge Cantrlll — that waa, not to ob- 
struct or delay a decision of the ques- 
tion. 

The court of appeals, in lu wisdom, 
affirmed Judge Cantrlll's opinion, and 
granted the mandamus. I did not fear 
a decision; 1 wanted IL But my op- 
ponents were afraid of one, and 
Gagged that the court aay nothing of

My opponents onarge that I am 
afraid to meet them In joint debate. I 
charge that they are afraid to meet 
me at the polls in the primary on May 
9th, and that they are doing every- 
thing In their pow*T, by litigation and 
by denunciation, to block the holding 
of that primary, because they know 
they can not defeat me In a fair con- 
test before the voters. Their only 
hope la a convention, whore the pow- 
er of money and the power of political 
combinations can oftun thwart the 
will of the people. The cry about a 
"machine primary” la so absurd that 
It Is not entitled to serious notice. 
Who ever heard of a real "political 
machine’’ wanting a primary? What 
"machine" ever sought to take the 
people Into its confidence by giving 
them a chance to vote? A "machine" 
always wants conventions, and Is bet- 
ter able to carry out Its plans In that 
way than In primaries. But the peo- 
ple are not deceived by this talk, and 
they know ft Is stmply a ’’stop-thler’ 
cry. Thera is a '’machine,’’ — a strung, 
active and alert one. — trying to get 
control of the state officaw. and fight- 
ing me because It can not oontrol me, 
and that Is the ’’machine" which la se 
much opposed to this primary. That 
machine can not stand up In a fair 
light before the people. Its met bods 
and Its purposes can not risk the light 
of public view. It has assailed ths 
democratic organization of Kentucky, 
becaiiae It can not control that orgaa- 
liatloD and could not force it to call 
a convention. It has denounced the 
members of that organization, and 
charged them with being my friends. 
I am proud of the fact that a large 
majority of the democratic (v>mmitt^ 
are my friends. They are the men 
who make the party’s lights, and who 
have b«>en honored hy their people in 
being elevated to the councils of the 
party’s welfare. If they favor my 
aomlnatlon and election, it Is a com- 
pliment to me The charge that I 
have tried to influeace their artlon hy 
official favors Is so basebws and un- 
true that 1 shall treat It with the con- 
tempt It deserves. The men of that 
committee who have been attacked 
are men of the highest character and 
standing — men who have at heart the 
best tnter««ts of their party, and who 
would never let their friendship for 
any man put In danger the success of 
the party They bejieveil that a pri- 
mary was the fairest and best means 
of nominating candidates fur state 
offices, and for that reason they called 
It The court of appeals has decided 
that they had a right to call It. under 
the law, and the action of the rummlt- 
tee has been fully vindicated 

These members of that committee 
compose the sub-<-ommittee which has 
In charge the conduct of the primary. 
The names of these men are a guaran 
tee of fairneas and impartiality. The 
chairman of the coinmlllee Is the 
Mon A W Young, who within the 
last year has been nominated without 
opposition by the democrats of his 
district to be their circuit judge. An- 
other member Is Judge J. M Ijtsslng, 
the preeent circuit judge of his dis 
trict, and the nominee for the next 
terra without opposition. The olher 
member Is Mr Mott Ayres, the editor 
of a leading democratic paper in West, 
ern Kentucky. No one will dare as 
sail the rhararter and integrity of 
these gentlemen among the people 
where they live and aho know them 
As far as It Is In their power, they 
will see that every candidate for every 
office will have absolutely fair treat- 
ment. The attacks maile upon these 
men come only from the brutality of 
hopeless rage, and the man who says 
they will not give him fair tresilment 
knows that he has no chance to win 
fairly, and le seeking to make capital 
for the republican party 

It has been, and la now. my desire 
to conduct this rampaign upon the 
high grounds befitting the dignity of 
the office of governor. I have refrained 
from all personal abuse or attacka up- 
on my opponents and those woo have 
been againat me. I shall not now al- 
low myself to be dragged down to the 
low level of demagogy and charlatan 
Ism, in a race for the highest office In 
the gift of the people of the state. I 
have been patient and forbearing iin 
der a light made upon roe hy my ene- 
mies so vicious, so corrupt, and so full 
of falsehoods, that It has not been 
equaled since the desperate and slan- 
derous ramieign wage<1 upon my la- 
mented predecessor, William Goetiel, 
who was charged at times even with 
the crime of beating his wife! I 
have not myself escaped calumny and 



wortny ot any roan wno aspires to a 
public ofllce. It has been ray desire 
to let him make his race on hli 
own merits, without ever making 
the slightest attack on him, but 
as be has aeen fit to pitch his cam- 
paign on the one issue of oliuslng me, 
and has sought by various statements 
and Insinuations to refl(>ot upon my 
honor, I proptise to lift him up before 
the eyes of the people of Kentucky, 
that they may have a good look at him 
and see If they think he is the man 
to be trusted with the banner of 
democracy In tb« coming slate cam- 
paign: 

From the character of the speeches 
Mr. Hendrick Is making. It Is evident 
that he has nut the sllghteat hope of 
winning the nomination, and It Is evi- 
dent that It Is his purpose to bolt the 
party’s ticket just os he bos done before 
Beginning In 1894, he served one term 
In congress from the First district, 
and be was oterwhelmlngly defeated 
for renorolnatlon In a democratic pri- 
mary. In 1896, by Hon. Charles K 
lAHieeler. He refused to make any 
speeches fur the ticket or his aucceaa- 
ful opponent, and If be supporteil the 
demorrotlr ticket at all that year he 
is the only living man who knows It, 
for no word of aid or com9ort ever 
came from his mouth In that cam- 
paign. and his vote was protected by 
the sanctity of the secret ballot In 
the following year (1897) he bolted 
the ticket openly, and was the leader 
In his (IJvlngstonl county convention, 
which selected delegates to the state 
convention at I»ulavil1e to nominate 
a candidate for clerk of the court of 
appeals, againat ths regular democrat- 
ic Domln<>e for that office. Mr. Hen- 
drick was made a delegate to that eon 
ventlon. In hla county convention he 
was the chairman of the committee on 
reeolutlons. and drew up those meo- 
lullnnt himself, let us set* what hs 
said of the drmorrallc party Here 
la one of them. *rltlcn by Mr. Hen- 
drick. It Is not necessary to give 
them all: 

"Hesolved, Thai we unquallfledly 
cnnd«>mn the Chicago platform and the 
resolutions of the so-called demoa rat- 
Ic state convention held at Frankfort 
In 1897 as being iin demorratlc, re- 
voluntary and inimical to the Inter- 
est of the American people, and 
fraught '«ltb evil In the principles of 
republican government, and as being 
promulgated bv designing men for the 
purpose of securing the spoils of of 
flee withoiil regard to the rights and 
Interest of the people. 

Kcsolvcil. Thsl we reindorse the In 
dlana|M>lis platform of 1890 and |>nlnt 
to It at the only refuge of iiatrlotle 
men who desire the welfare of our 
common country " 

Notwithstanding he admitted having 
written these re^iliillons and having 
been selected a delegate to the Hind- 
man convention, he made the state- 
ment In his speech at tbmrgetov n a 
short time ago that he had never fail- 
ed to vote the democratic ticket but 
once In his life, and that waa In 1897, 
when be said he was "too III to go In 
the polls" A few days afterward he 
waa confronted with the reeorl, 
which showeil beyond contradlrtion 
that he had voted In that year (1897), 
and that stub No 21 on the poll bor-w 
In hla precinct proved that he had 
voted Now, how did he vote* If he 
voted In aei-ordance with the prin- 
ciples he announced In these resolti 
Hons which he wrote.— and any one 
would supi>o#« he did.— then he voted 
for MIndmsn, and la now trying to 
practice a deception upon the people 
of Kentucky when he saya he "never 
acrateheil a dsmocrallr ticket ’’ If hs 
voted for the demorratlc nomlnes, 
then he was guilty of grnsa hypocrisy 
In writing those resolutions, denounc- 
ing In biller terms the demorratlc or- 
ganization, just as he In now diuioiinr 
Ing the same organization.

fhe matter. It I waa not ellglblo; 
there U not a member of that court 
that, In jusUce to blmaelf. In friend 
ship to me, and In hla love fur the 
peace and quiet of our beloved com- 
monwealth, would not oppose my can- 
didacy for this office.

The mistake male by my opponents 
is the same made by a host of others 
who have sought public office.

purpose to do so. 

I have on abiding and unshaken 
faith In the Intelligence and honesty 
of the great body of our people. I 
have never lost confidence' In them, 
and In this matter I know they have 
senae enough to see the plain propo- 
sition, — It does not take a lawyer to 
see It, — that the court of appesUs 
would never have ordered the name 
of an Ineligible candidate placed upon 
legal ballots, and that no member of 
that court would favor the nomina- 
tion of such a candidate If the court 
considered him Ineligible. 

The talk about another contest is 
merely a bug-a-boo to frighten chil- 
dren, merely a political trick to alarm 
the voters, I have home the brunt of 
one contest, when our state waa In 
grave dangeF, and I did not shirk my 
duty.
